During Law Enforcement 
‘Torch Runs, officers around the 
United States and around the 
world put their best feet for- 
ward to raise funds for and 
awareness of the Special 
Olympics, which is an organi- 
zation dedicated to empowering 
individuals with mental retar- 
dation to become physically fit, 
productive and respected mem- 
bers of society through training 
and competition. 

Law enforcement officers who 
participate in the relay-style 
run collect pledges in order to 
participate, or they collect 
sponsorships for each mile they 
run. The sales of Torch Run t- 
shirts to runners and to the 
public also generate money. 

An estimated $20,000 dollars 
was raised by all of the towns

Silver Lake Beach opens Saturday

WILMINGTON - School is 
out, summer is here, and it is 
time once again for some fun in 
the sun. 
: The Town Beach at Silver 
‘Lake will officially be open to 
the public beginning this 
Saturday, June 22. The occa- 
sion will kick off a summer 
schedule that will last through 
Sunday, August 18. Lifeguards 
will be on duty from 11 a.m. to 
7. p.m. on Mondays through 
Saturdays and from noon to 7 
p.m. on Sundays. 
“Wilmington residents may 
enjoy the beach, the Fullerton 
Memorial area and Baby Beach 
‘at no charge,” says Recreation 
Director Ron Swasey.

lic areas.” 

Out-of-towners who hope to 
pick up a season pass can do so 
during business hours at the 
Wilmington Town Hall at 121 
Glen Road between Monday 
and Friday. 

The town is hoping that this 
summer will be a safer one at 
Silver Lake than the previous 
one. In June and August of 
2001, two men from Lowell 
drowned in the lake at hours 
during which the beach had not

We, the undersigned resi 
dents of the Town of 
Wilmington, Massachusetts, 
are requesting in writing for 
the Board of Selectmen to hold 
a Special Town Meeting pur- 
suant to Chapter 39:10 of 
Massachusetts General Laws 
to consider rescinding the 
approval of Article 29 as 
passed at the April 27, 2002 
Annual Town Meeting and to 
consider transferring funds for 
the design of a new library at 
the former Swain School site. 
It was those words under 


which as many as 400 regis- 
tered voters signed their names 
in support of such an endeavor, 
Sullivan and Woodbury, who 
obtained the majority of signa- 
tures for their original petition 
during sporting events, this 
time decided to visit potential 
supporters at their homes. 

“A lot of it was just the ol’ 
door-to-door,” says Sullivan. 

In less than a week, Sullivan, 
Woodbury and as many as 
twelve volunteers circulated 
through local neighborhoods 
and collected as many names 
on the dotted lines as they 
could. Eventually, they sur- 
passed the number of approxi- 
mately 300 voters who agreed to 
sign their first petition. 

“We have more names this 
time than last time,” says 
Sullivan. “It's amazing how

It has been a painfully difficult year for Catholics. 

Forsixmonths now, the Catholic Church has been mired 
in a hellish scandal involving revelations and allegations 
that hundreds of priests have sexually abused children 
over the decades and many cardinals and bishops have 
covered up such crimes and allowed their perpetrators to 
thrive. Right here at home, Cardinal Bernard Law has 
proven a vile offender. 

Last Friday, all of the Roman Catholic bishops in the 
United States gathered for a summit in Dallas, Texas and 
drafted a policy that outlined proposed measures for 
dealing with pedophile priests and healing their victims. 
The name of the policy, which was adopted overwhelm- 
ingly by the bishops, is called “The Charter for the Protec- 
tion of Children and Young People.” 

Think about that. 

A church, which is charged with teaching goodness and 
guiding its faithful to the kind of life of which God would 
approve, actually had to sit down and create guidelines to 
protect innocent children and keep in line those leaders 
who would scar them for life. 

Sickening. Embarrassing. Tragic. 

There are approximately 64 million Catholics in the 
United States. Since the scandal exploded on the front 
pages of The Boston Globe in January, each of them has 
dealt with their sadness and outrage in his or her own way. 
Some have felt a resurgence in their faith and devotion and 
have vowed not to let the arrogance and negligence of 
certain leaders stand between them and God. Others have 
rebelled and written angry letters, protested out front of 
churches, held back donations, skipped Mass or left the 
church altogether. 

For some, most understandably the victims, it may be 
a case of “too little, too late,” but here, at long last, is how 
the bishops have decided to deal with the scandal. In 
summary, here are some of the measures that appear inthe 
proposed policy that was approved last Friday: 

* Dioceses will reach out to victims and their families 
by providing counseling, spiritual assistance, support groups 
and other social services. 

* Each Diocese will have an assistance coordinator and 
areview board, the majority of whose members will be lay 
people. It will be the responsibility of both parties to assess 
allepations of abuse and review related policies.

« Dioceses 
public authorities, even in instances in which the accuser, 
who may have been hurt as a child, is now an adult. 

¢ When an investigation reveals such an action as 
necessary, an alleged offender will be removed from his 
ministerial duties and psychologically evaluated, provided 
that such a process would not hinder authorities. 

* Dioceses promise to deal as openly as possible with all 
members of a community. 

¢ At the national level, an Office for Child and Youth 
Protection will be established to ensure accountability 
from Dioceses in matters such as abuse and to provide 
them with assistance in certain situations. The perfor- 
mance of the office will be closely monitored by a review 
board that will include parents as its members. The board 
will also commission a study to help determine the causes 
and context of the current crisis. 

* Dioceses will check and evaluate the backgrounds of 
all diocesan and parish personnel who will have regular 
contact with children. Authorities and other agencies will 
be consulted during that process. Furthermore, a cleric’s 
“accurate and complete” record will be forwarded to the 
Diocese to which the individual is being transferred or 


Victims and other angry Catholics have demanded a 
policy that calls for “zero tolerance” towards all religious 
personne! who commit any single act of abuse or attempt 
to cover it up. The policy put forth by the bishops last 
Friday sounds good, but it does add up to less than zero. 

For starters, the guidelines suggest that some abusers 
might not be held fully accountable if they are of “advanced 
age or infirmity.” To this Catholic’s interpretation, such a 
measure provides.a long-ago abuser with a shield to hide 
behind while his vi¢tim or victims continue to carry out a 
life sentence of murdered innocence, guilt, shame, depres- 
sion, thoughts of suicide and more. 

Secondly, the policy does not seem to have in place any 
measures that will hold accountable the cardinals and 
11 bishops who have spent the past few decades ignoring the 

: pain of victims, covering up the sins of their priests and 
enabling them to continue their emotional and physical 
carnage. 

: Forgiveness and accountability are two different things. 
': Catholics can forgive their leaders their trespasses, but 
+: they can still demand that certain consequences take 
:* place. In an ideal world, every single priest who abused a 

: child even once, whether today, last month or 30 years ago, 
would be defrocked and turned over to authorities. In an 
ideal world, the Pope would order all cardinals and bishops 
to resign from their positions of power within the church if 
+: it they looked the other way and knowingly shuffled an 
:* offending priest from parish to parish. 

::  Wedon’t live in an ideal world, though, do we? Certain 
‘+ priests and cardinals and bishops have proven that. To-

Dear Editor: 

“The Town Library is a vital 
component of the Town Common 
area, because it serves all 
Wilmington residents. In 
Wilmington, as in many towns, 
the library acts as an indoor “Com- 
mons, where residents can meet 
and interact, both formally and 
informally. The library “anchors” 
the Town Common area as the 
center of Wilmington civic life, 
much as a large department store 
can anchor an entire shopping 
mall. As with the Post Office, the 
library is the only major town 
facility that draws from a wide 
segment of society on a more or 
less regular basis over time. The 
library's proximity to the high 
school is also important, for it 
makes the library a more acces- 
sible resource for students. The 
current library also has fair to 
good pedestrian access, as it is 
within walking distance of the 
Central Business District. The 
proximity to the Senior Center is 
important because it provides the 
opportunity for Wilmington se- 
niors to spend time at both facili- 
ties without driving or needing a 
ride. 

The town is currently engaged 
in a study to determine the most 
feasible location for new, ex- 
panded library. From a planning 
perspective, keeping the Library 
at the Town Common (at its 
present location or on another 
parcel) is highly desirable because 
it strongly reinforces the role of 
the area as the center of 

ington's civic life. 

Many residents have noted that 
thescattered pattern of land uses 


in Wilmington reduce opportuni- 
ties for informal public interac- 
tion. Similarly, planning experts 
have noted the decline in America 
of “third places"-those public or 
semi-public spaces that allow 
and encourage spontaneous so- 
cial interaction among people, re- 
gardless of their age, their in- 
come, or where they live. The 
Town Library is jus: such a “third 
place” and its location among 
other such places (the Senior Cen- 
ter, the Arts Center, the High 
School) strongly reinforces the role 
of the Town Common as the cen- 
ter of the town's civic landscape, 
a “living room” to which residents 
can come and interact. For this 
reason, this Master Plan strongly 
recommends that the library re- 
main at the Town Common and 
that this recommendation be con- 
sidered along with other factors 
during the feasibility study.” 
The above is from the Master 
Plan that was just adopted at this 
years Annual Town Meeting. It is 
strange tome that the Master Plan 
was adopted but yet such a strong 
recommendation like this was 
abandoned shortly thereafter.

iate” was an unquali- 
fied need for a new 40,000 square- 
foot town hall/school administra- 
tion department to share the site. 
This building for some reason took 
precedent over the library when 
reviewed by a 5-person commit- 
tee. This mind set was developed, 
conceptual plans were drawn to 
locate the library at the Whitefield 
site, and then lobbied with a mere 
20 or so day review by citizens. 
There is no justification for this 
size building for a town hall, any- 
thing in writing, or any public re- 
view to qualify the need for citi- 
zens to pay for a new school ad- 
ministration building that bumped 
thelibrary from its home. The cost 
toour civic/historical landscape is 
obvious, the monetary costs at this 
time are hidden. 

According to the Historical 
Society's literature titled, Points 
and People of Historical Interests 
in Wilmington, the “Wilmington 
Centre Village Historic District 
remains an attractive location for 
residents and visitors. The homes, 
are well maintained and serve to 
remind us of a timeless history and 
heritage”. It goes on: “The Recre- 
ation Department, Memorial Li- 
brary, and other Town organiza- 
tions organize several activities 
here through out the year. The 
Centre Village District's recogni- 


Centre Village Historic District, in 
which the Swain School is also 
incorporated. It continues, “the 
Swain School was named after 
Henrietta (“Etta”) and Carrie 
Swain, daughters of Charles, 
founder of Wilmi ’s library 
and well respected.” What a per- 
fect site for our new library, the 
Swain School which was named 
after the Swains, who’s family 
member Charles was the founder 
of the Library! 

Why should our history berazed 
or uprooted to accommodate an 
unproved, possibly unwarranted 
new town hall? Once the facts are 
allowed to be debated, the commu- 
nity will do what is best. I don’t 
blame many of those who voted to 
move the library away from its 
home because some believed they 
did not have a choice. There is 
always a choice. We do not have to 
sacrifice our history and heritage 
to move into the future. To elimi- 
nate our library as a major compo- 
nent to our town common, to our 
Centre Village Historical District 
is wrong. According to virtually all 
of hundreds of people the petition- 
ers have talked with, they believe 
we should reconsider this move 
that will eliminate an important 
presence of the town’s civic land- 
scape and which will not preserve 
our historical heritage! We will not 
get discouraged!

New Englanders urgued to 
ptepare for hurricane season 


‘ON - June 1 marked the 
begypning of this year’s Hurricane 
season. “An ounce of prevention 
ancban emergency disaster plan 
carffhake the crucial difference in 
savitig lives and reducing property 
dartihge,” says Daniel A. Craig, 
Regipnal Director at the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency's 
(FIgMA) Boston office. 

Mew England is no stranger to 
hurficanes, coastal and tropical 
storins with their high winds and 
flogfling. The “Perfect Storm” in 
Ocl , 1991 came on the heels of 
Huryicane Bob and cost $22 million 
in dyaster damages. Fron 1938 to 
1994New England has survived 
six frrajor hurricanes that range in 
sevérity from category two to cat- 
egofy four. The amount of damage 
yougan expect from a hurricane is 
diregtly linked to the wind velocity 
of the storm. Winds in an intense 
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stormcan reach a sustained veloc- 
ity of more than 150 miles per hour 
(mph) with gusts up to 200 mph. 
In a comprehensive national 
poll by FEMA released in May 


2000, findings showed that many of 
those most vulnerable to the dev- 
astation of hurricanes and related 
flooding underestimate their risk. 
The study showed that 77 percent 
of homeowners in the Northeast 
have not prepared a disaster sup- 
ply kit, have not purchased flood 
insurance, and have not prepared 
a hurricane evacuation plan. 

Thanks to modern technology 
and tracking systems, the National 
Weather Service can usually pro- 
vide 12 to 24 hours of advance 
warning. Advisories are issued by 
the weather service of the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Admin- 
istration (NOAA) when hurricanes 
approach land. 

Residents should enter hurri- 
cane season prepared, because it’s 
not ifa storm will strike but when.” 
Take simple steps to prepare your 
home and family such as: 

*Prepare a disaster supply kid - 
water for three days, food, first aid 
kit, medicine, glasss, tools, games 
for children, clothing and bedding.

Wilmington. The choice to 
locate the new facility at the 
Whitefield School was based on 
the recommendation of a paid 
consultant and has the support 
of Wilmington Memorial 
Library Director Tina Stewart, 
‘Town Manager Michael Caira,

“A new book entitled, ‘The 
Goodyear Story: An 
Inventor’s Obsession and the 
Struggle for a Rubber 
Monopoly; has just hit local 
bookstores,” notes the 
Woburn edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“The book details the life 
of one-time East Woburn res- 
ident Charles Goodyear (for

importance of each and pur- 
suing rubber experiments at 
the expense of his family’s 
financial and physical well- 
being, until coming up with 
the correct formula. 

“Goodyear was in debt 
almost his whole life, sacri- 
ficing his family’s well-being 
for what he believed would 
be a huge payback if only he 
could solve the riddle. 

“He also found himself in 
and out of debtor’s prison. 
The invention process was a 
long road, with Goodyear 
thinking he had made the 
breakthrough more than 
once, including in 1837, when 
he got a contract with the 
US. Post Office to make rub- 
ber-coated mailbags. Before 
that could be fulfilled, howev- 
er, the bags disintegrated in 
heat and the government put 
a halt to it all. 

“The legend often repeat- 
ed by international and 
Woburn historians came 
from Goodyear himself, 
which holds he accidentally 
discovered the process in his 
East Woburn home by 
dropping a strip of sulfur- 
treated rubber onto a hot, 
wood-burning stove. The end 
result was to tame a sub- 


stance that had eluded abo- 
rigines, scientists and the 
curious since the beginning 
of time. Though many had 
tried, the wondrous sub- 
stance of rubber could not be 
made to withstand high and 
low temperatures, melting in 
the sun or becoming brittle

So far this year, a total of 
‘our birds have tested posi- 
tive - two in Wakefield and 
two in Stoneham. 

The state will not test 
each and every dead bird 
that’s found - only Crows and 
Blue Jays that fit the strin- 
gent testing criteria. 

“Last year, there were 
1,104 confirmed cases of the 
West Nile Virus (in 
Massachusetts birds) and 
there were three confirmed 
human cases in the State 
(resulting in the death of a 
Woburn man),” explained 
Dave Henley, Director of the 
Eastern Middlesex Mosquito 
Control Program. “One can 
only speculate about how 
many birds have died from 
West Nile - It’s a fairly new 
disease to this country and 
until the animals can develop 
an immunity to the virus, 
there’s really no telling just 
what effect it will have on 
the bird population.” 

West Nile was first identi- 
fied in New York City in 1999, 
and the virus has since 
spread throughout the north- 
eastern United States. 

Just like humans, birds 
contract West Nile when they 
are bitten by an infected 
mosquito, so the only effec- 
tive way to control the 
spread of the virus is 
through control of the mos- 
quito population. 

There are over 50 different 
species of Culex mosquitoes, 
but according to a study con- 


ducted by the United States 
Army, only about 8 to 10 of 
those species can effectively 


carry and transmit the virus. 

“Each species is capable 
of transmitting West Nile, but 
some are much more effec- 
tive than others. Only about 
one percent is capable of 
transmitting the virus, but 
you also have to take into 
consideration that there’s 
millions and millions of them 
out there,” explained Henley, 
who added, “The level of con- 
cern increases once the virus 
ends up in the bird popula- 
tion, because any (species) 
of mosquito can bite a bird 


‘and then go on to bite a 


human.” 

The fairly new presence of 
West Nile Virus has triggered 
escalated levels of mosquito 
control in many communities 
and the focus is no longer 
just pest control - it’s turned 
to disease control as well. 

Mosquito control is a 
multi-faceted process, which 
can vary slightly from com- 
munity to community. 

By most standards, the 
“mosquito season” begins on 
April 1 of every year. 

Mosquitoes lay their eggs 
in standing water in the 
Spring and after periods of 
heavy rains. The young then 
go through an aquatic stage 
of life which lasts approxi- 
mately 5 to 6 weeks in the 
Spring, though in warmer 
weather, this aquatic stage is 
shortened to a timespan of 7 
to 14 days. 

This is when the first mos- 
quito control efforts begin 
with the distribution of a bio- 
logical pesticide called BTI. 

“The Environmental 
Protection Agency classifies 
BTI as a relatively non-toxic

closely-related insects in the 
fly family, but unless there’s 
an overdose, you won’t see it 
affecting other animals in 
the habitat - frogs, dragon- 
flies, fish,” Henley added. 

For a more long term 
effect, a different pesticide 
called Baccillus-Sphaericus 
is used. 

“One application can last 
weeks or even months - it 
depends on how prolific the 
population is because the 


Henley. “Once the mosquito 
population disappears, so 
does this pesticide.” 

A third pesticide, called 
Altocid can also be used to 
treat areas such as catch 
basins - an average-sized 
suburban town can easily 
have over a thousand basins, 
which, if left untreated, can 
turn into nothing short of a 
little mosquito factory. 

Altocid is a bit different 
from the other two pesticides 
because it works by mim- 
micking the juvenile mosqui- 
to growth hormone. The 
effect on other animals, espe- 
cially mammals, is minimal 
because the targeted hor- 
mone is not present. 

One of the more visibie 
methods of mosquito control 
involves spraying an aerosol 
substance called Resmithrin. 

“The EPA classifies 
Resmithrin as a slightly toxic 
substance - a step up from 
the other pesticides,” Henley 
said. 

Unlike the other three pes- 
ticides, Resmithrin can be 
acutely toxic in high dosages. 

“We spray just enough to 
kill something with the body 
weight of a mosquito. So the-

Henley explained. “Before 
each spraying, we publish a 
notice. And it’s recommend- 
ed that residents close all 
street-facing windows and 
stay inside until the spray 


Typically, mosquito con- 
trol efforts can continue 
through early December, but 
this year, it may be neces- 
sary to continue applying 
pesticides for a longer period 
of time. 

“West Nile has really 
changed the approach to 
mosquito control and that’s 
certainly intensified with the 
early discoveries this year - 
in the past, we weren’t see- 
ing West Nile cases until 
mid-summer,” commented 
Henley. 

State officials have also 
started monitoring mosqui- 
toes (in addition to birds) for 
the West Nile Virus with the 
use of traps in wetlands and 
marshes. 

And although four birds 
have already tested positive 
for the virus, officials all 
agree that the chance of a 
human contracting West Nile 
is extremely remote.

West Nile questions 


The following was recently 
released by the Department of 
Public Health with hopes of 
providing answers to the most 
common West Nile Virus-relat- 
ed questions: 


* I’ve been bitten by a 
mosquito. Should I be 
tested for WNV? 

No. Illnesses caused by mos- 
quito bites are very rare. Very 
few mosquito bites carry any 
risk. People who may be infect- 
ed by mosquitoes carrying the 
West Nile virus will usually 
experience no illness or very 
mild illness. Patients with mild 
symptoms usually recover com- 
pletely, and do not requife any 
specific medication or laborato- 
ry. testing. Fewer than 1 per- 
cent of people infected with 
WNV develop serious illness. 
Persons older than 50 years of 
age have a higher risk of devel- 
oping severe illness such as 


« What are the symp- 
toms of WNV encephali- 
tis? 

Most WNV infections do not 


cause any symptoms. Mild 
WNV infections cause fever, 
headache and body aches, 
often with a skin rash and 
swollen lymph glands. In a 
small percentage of people 
infected by the virus, the dis- 
ease can be serious, even fatal.

* What can I do to pro- 
tect myself? 

There is no vaccine for 
WNV.

Follow these 
steps every summer if you live 
in or visit an area with mosqui- 
toes: Avoid outdoor activities 
between dusk and dawn, if pos- 
sible, as this is the time of 
greatest mosquito activity. 

- If you must be outdoors 
when mosquitoes are activé, 
wear a long-sleeved shirt and 
long pants. Use a mosquito 
repellent that contains DEET 
(the chemical N-N-diethyl- 
meta-toluamide) and follow the 
directions on the label. DEET 
can be poisonous if overused. 
Never use DEET on infants. 
Avoid using repellents with 
DEET concentrations above 10 
- 15 percent for children and 
with concentrations above 30 - 
35 percent for adults. Cream,

~ To reduce mosquito popula- 
tions around your home and 
neighborhood, get rid of any 
standing water that is available 
for mosquito _ breeding. 
Mosquitoes will breed in any 
puddle or standing water that 
lasts for more than four days. 
Here are some simple steps you 
can take: 

- Dispose of or regularly 
empty any metal cans, plastic 
containers, ceramic pots and 
other water holding containers 

(including trash cans) on your 
property, 

- Pay special attention to 
discarded tires that may have 
collected on your property. 
Stagnant water in tires is a 
common place for mosquitoes 
to breed. 

- Drill holes in the bottom of 
recycling containers that are 
left outdoors, so that water can 
drain out. 

- Clean clogged roof gutters; 
remove leaves and debris that 
may prevent drainage of rain- 
water. 

- Turn over plastic wading 
pools and wheelbarrows when 
not in use. 

- Do not allow water to stag- 
nate in birdbaths; aerate orna- 
mental ponds or stock them 
with fish. 

- Keep swimming pools 
clean and properly chlorinated; 
remove standing water from 
pool covers.

‘Murphy's Law’ 
in Burlington 


“A meeting called by the 
State Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) about contamination 
in the area of Varsity Field 
drew the ire of School 
Committee member Thomas 
F. Murphy Jr., who wondered 
why school officials were not 
invited,” notes the 
Burlington edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Assistant Superintendent 
for Business and Finance Dr. 
James Picone told the School 
Committee the session was 
scheduled and was to include 
neighbors and Potential 
Responsible Parties (PRPs) 
for the contamination. 

“Earlier this year, a small 
amount of contamination 
was discovered in the vicini- 
ty of the field; at January 
Town Meeting, the body 
voted to approve $17,590 for 
additional testing of the 
area. 


“Tests on the field itself 
were negative. 

“The contaminant is a 
cleaning solvent which 
allegedly came from Bonnie 
Brite Cleaners across the 
road at 120 Cambridge St. 
The track and the field are 
usable; the contaminants 
were discovered in the area 
of a culvert away from the 
field (the area has been cor- 
doned off), and people have 
been ordered to avoid that 
location. 

“We caught quite a bit of 
grief over this; Murphy stat- 
ed at the last board meeting. 

“We've tried to bend over 
backward to accommodate 
them (Board of Health),’ 
Murphy went on to say, ‘and 
they didn’t even tell us about 


allegations when we don’t 
even get invited...”
